Thomas C. Van Osdall, instrue- 
tor of chemistry at SAC, will soon 
publish the results of his research 
into the development of low tem- 
perature crystallizatton and mea- 
surement of fatty acids found in 
soya, cotton seed and palm oils, in 
the “Journal of Chemistry” of th2 
American Chemical Society. 


The problem assigned to Van — 


Osdall by the W. C. Hardesty Com- 
pany of Los Angeles was to im- 
prove the existing methods for 
measuring the amount of oelic, 
acid part of olive oil and linoleic 
which is part of vitamic E: ¢om- 
plex and archidonic acids in these 


common oils. In addition to im- 
proving the method of measure- 
ment, research was conducted into 


a method of low temperature ery-— 


stallation at -30 degrees  centi- 
grade and -40 degree centigrade 
where by the amount of palmitic 
and stearic acids, which are used 
to harden chocolate and rubber 
could be determined. a 

Previous to this study, Van Os- 
dall was employed by the Rubber 


Reserve Corporation through the 


Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany in a program of research for 
the improvement of the resileney 
of synthetic rubber in high alti- 


tudes where it was subjected to 


abnormally low temperatures. Th 
first usages of this process in a 
craft found the rubber becoming 
brittle in low temperatures above 
20,000 feet.
